To  the  Longtown  Rural  District  Council, 

For  the  Year  ending  December  dint,  1905. 


Gentlemen, 

Herewith  1  beg  to  lay  before  you  the  tables  of 
births,  deaths,  and  new  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  as 
required  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  our  district 
during  1905  has  been  107,  50  being  males  and  57 
females,  which  are  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  10.21  per 
thousand  per  annum.  In  1904  the  number  of  deaths  was 
118,  and  the  rate  17.87.  Of  those  under  one  year  of  age 
there  were  17  deaths,  with  a  rate  of  2.57  ;  last  year  12 
deaths,  rate  1.81.  Of  those  between  one  and  five  years  of 
age  8  deaths,  rate  1.21;  last  year  1  death,  rate  0.15.  Of 
those  sixty-five  years  of  age  and  upwards  42  deaths,  rate 
6.40;  last  year  55  deaths,  rate  8.33. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  1905  has 
been  154;  07  being  males  and  87  females,  which  are  equal 
to  a  birth-rate  of  23.33  per  thousand  per  annum.  Last 
year  there  were  125  births,  72  being  males  and  53  females, 
with  a  birth-rate  of  18.94. 

In  the  High  District  the  number  of  deaths  was  27, 
and  the  births  40;  the  death-rate  being  15.00,  and  the 
birth-rate  22.22.  Last  year  the  number  of  deaths  was  39, 
and  tli e  rate  21.00.  Of  those  under  five  years  of  age  there 
were  4  deaths,  with  a  rate  of  2.22;  last  year  the  number 
and  the  rate  were  the  same.  Of  those  sixty-five  years  of 
age  and  upwards  10  deaths,  rate  5.55;  last  year  17  deaths, 
rate  9.44. 
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In  the  Low  District,  including1  the  Workhouse,  the 
number  of  deaths  was  SO,  and  the  births  114;  the  death- 
rate  being  16.66,  and  the  birth-rate  23.75.  Last  year  the 
number  of  deaths  was  79,  and  the  rate  16.45.  In  the 
Low  District,  excluding  the  Workhouse,  there  were  76 
deaths,  with  a  rate  of  16.00  ;  last  year  69  deaths,  rate 
14.37.  Of  those  under  five  years  of  age  21  deaths,  rate 
4.37 ;  last  year  9  deaths,  rate  1.87.  Of  those  sixty-five 
years  of  age  and  upwards,  32  deaths,  rate  6.66;  last  year 
38  deaths,  rate  7.91. 

In  Longtown  there  were  41  deaths,  with  a  rate  of 
24.11 ;  last  year  21  deaths,  rate  12.35.  Of  those  under  five 
years  of  age  12  deaths,  rate  7.05;  last  year  5  deaths,  rate 
2.94.  Of  those  sixty-five  years  of  age  and  upwards  15 
deaths,  rate  8.82;  last  year  9  deaths,  rate  5.29.

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Ill  comparing  the  vital  statistics  of  1905  with  those  of 
1904,  I  have  to  report  that  there  lias  been  a  decrease  m  the 
number  of  deaths,  and  a  lower  death-rate,  16.21,  against 
17.87  in  1904.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  births,  154,  against  125  in  1904.  There  were  2  deaths 
from  phthisis,  a  smaller  number  than  in  any  year  of  which 

1  have  any  record.  Seven  deaths  were  due  to  cancer, 

against  8  last  year.  There  were  fewer  deaths  due  to 
respiratory  diseases,  18  against  22  in  1904.  1  here  is  again 

an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  heart  diseases, 
23  against  19  last  year.  There  were  5  deaths  due  to 
zymotic  diseases  in  1905,  and  none  in  1903  and  1904. 
There  have  been  31  deaths  among  old  people  against  42  in 
1904.  The  number  of  deaths  in  Longtown  has  been  very 
great,  viz.,  41,  the  greatest  number  since  1895,  twelve  of 
which  were  under  five  years  of  age,  and  15  sixty-five  years 
of  age  and  upwards.  There  were  2  died  in  the  district, 
but  not  belonging  to  it,  and  1  died  out  of  the  district,  but 
belonging  to  it,  which  makes  the  corrected  number  of 
deaths  106,  and  the  rate  16.06. 

I  had  73  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year,  33  being  in  the  High  District,  and  40'  m  the  Low 
District. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  62  cases,  32  in  the  High  District  and  30 
in  the  Low  District.  The  cases  in  January  and  February 
in  Longtown  were  a  continuation  of  the  epidemic  during 
1904.  In  May  6  cases,  and  in  June  2  cases  occurred  at 
Sandysyke,  and  in  June  5  cases  at  Souterford.  In  July 
and  September  2  cases  at  Low  Hallburn,  and  in  November 

2  cases  at  Pedderhill.  In  March  3  cases  at  1 1  a  1  lees.  In 
the  High  District  the  first  case  occurred  at  TV  indyhill,  of 
which  there  were  2  in  March.  In  April  4,  and  May  2  at 
Mallsburn,  4  in  May  at  Rackgate,  and  4  in  August  at 
Mosshouse.  At  Middlefoot,  1  in  August  and  3  m 
November.  In  August  1  at  Roundhead  and  1  at  Scugg. 
In  November  1  at  Legair,  1  at  Fieldhead,  1  at  Trough,  and 
1  at  Shank  Castle.  '  Shankhill  School  had  to  be  closed 
twice  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  kever  among 
the  children. 

Erysipelas. 

One  mild  case  occurred  at  Firbank. 


Puerperal  Fever. 

Two  cases  occurred  in  Longtown,  and  1  at  Young’s 
Close. 


Typhoid  Fever. 

One  case  occurred  at  Inch  in  December. 


I  hPHTHERIA. 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  1  being  at 
Longtown  in  April,  1  at  Push  Cottage  in  June,  2  at  Bolton 
Fell  in  August,  1  at  Warwick's  Land  School  House  in 
August,  and  1  at  Gilestown  in  September. 

Chicken  Pox. 

On  account  of  an  epidemic  among  the  children 
attending  Firends  School,  it  was  closed  for  two  weeks  in 
January. 

I  append  details  of  some  of  the  sanitary  work  done 
during  the  year  1905  :  — 

In  1904  1  reported  that  at  Rackgate  the  back  wall  of 
the  house  was  damp,  some  repairs  were  done  but  in¬ 
sufficient  to  remedy  the  defect,  the  roof  has  now  been 
properly  spouted,  and  the  wall  is  dry.  Also  m  1904  I 
reported  that  the  bedroom  walls  were  damp  at  Rosebank ; 
the  gable  was  cemented  and  pointed,  and  the  spout  repaired. 
Tli is  year  the  walls  have  been  boarded  and  the  nuisance 
remedied.  At  Blackford  School,  insanitary  condition  of 
privies,  &c.,  reported  last  year.  It  was  decided  by  the 
Council  not  to  insist  on  putting  pails  in  the  privies.  The 
privies  are  now  emptied  once  a  month,  as  recommended, 
and  all  the  cb'brin  removed  which  was  complained  of  in 
report.  At  Breckonliill  Rigg,  the  insanitary  condition  of 
which  I  reported  last  year;  the  yard  has  been  drained,  and 
four  gully-traps  fixed,  it  has  also  been  re-paved,  and  the 
manure  heap  removed  out  of  the  yard.  In  Longtown,  a 
property  with  a  number  of  tenants,  where  there  was  an 
ash-pit  containing  a  large  quantity  of  liquid  filth,  which 
was  leaking;  the  ash-pit  has  been  cleaned  out,  and  a  sewer 
drain  and  gully-traps  put  in  to  carry  away  the  liquid.  At 
Headgate,  where  there  was  a  defective  roof,  damp  walls 
and  floor  of  dwelling-house,  and  manure  lying  in  front  of 
dwelling-house,  no  privy  accommodation;  the  owner  was 
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summoned  before  the  Magistrates  and  an  order  given.  In 
Hi  is  case  the  bouse  lias  been  re-built,  and  a  very  substantial 
improvement  made,  a  privy  has  been  provided,  and  the 
manure  removed.  At  Riggfoot,  Newcastle,  where  there 
uas  a  damp  wall  m  the  dwelling-house,  a  defective  drain 
and  no  privy  accommodation ;  the  room  has  been  boarded 
a  proper  dram  put  m,  and  a  privy  provided.  Stapleton 
>  chool,  where  the  Schoolroom  was  dirty,  and  privies  in  a 
hlthy  condition ;  the  School  and  privies  have  been 
thoroughly  cleaned.  At  Kershopefoot  Farm,  there  was  a 
targe  quantity  of  manure  lying  at  back  of  outbuildings, 
and  the  liquid  flowing  on  to  the  public  road;  the  manure 
has  been  removed,  and  the  land  is  now  let  as  grazing  parks, 
and  no  bye  stock  are  kept  on  the  premises.  In  Longtown’ 
where  rain  comes  through  the  roof  making  parlour  walls 
damp  the  ash-pit  half-full  of  liquid  sludge,  leaking 
through  the  wall  and  running  down  the  yard;  the  roof  has 
been  repaired,  the  parlour  walls  boarded,  and  ash-pit 
cleaned  out.  In  Longtown,  a  gully-trap  was  choked  up, 
and  a  large  quantity  of  ashes  in  ash-pit;  the  gully-trap 
was  cleaned  and  ashes  removed.  At  Brown  Bigg,  where 
there  was  insufficient  drainage  in  the  yard ;  the" yard  has 
been  drained  and  a  number  of  gully-traps  fixed.  At 
Iva\  shouse,  there  was  a  quantity  of  manure  in  the  yard, 
and  no  proper  drainage;  the  manure  was  removed,  and  the 
yard  properly  sewered.  At  Barracks,  where  bedroom  walls 
v ere  damp,  and  privy  in  a  dilapidated  condition;  the 
walls  were  repaired,  and  a  privy  provided.  At  Xewlands, 
where  the  manure  heap  was  close  to  dwelling-house  door; 
has  been  removed.  In  Longtown,  where  the  tenant  ran 
the  sewage  from  a  W.C.  directly  into  the  public  sewer,  in 
this  case  an  antiseptic  tank  has  been  provided.  At  Angus 
Well,  where  the  bedroom  walls  were  damp,  and  the  yard 
insufficiently  sewered;  a  drain  was  put  round  the  house, 
and  the  yard  properly  sewered.  At  Burnfoot,  Bewcastle, 
insufficient  drainage  in  the  yard;  a  common  tile  drain  has 
been  put  in  the  yard,  and  three  open  gullies  provided.  The 
owner  has  had  notice  to  provide  proper  gully-traps,  but 
declines  to  do  so,  and  states  that  there  is  no  nuisance.  At 
Park  School,  the  girls’  urinal  should  have  gully-traps,  and 
be  connected  with  the  drain  in  the  yard;  the  inner  yard 
should  be  cemented,  and  the  privies  provided  with  boxes; 
more  accommodation  should  be  provided  in  the  ash-pit  for 
ashes  and  the  contents  of  the  privies;  the  lower  part  of  the 


girls'  and  boys  yard  should  be  gravelled.  (lit*  contraet  for 
the  work  has  been  let  to  Messrs.  Scott,  and  they  state  that 
they  cannot  get  it  done  on  account  of  the  weather.  At 
Park  Farm,  where  there  is  a  large  <|uantity  of  manure  in 
the  yard,  the  liquid  manure  lying ‘about  the  yard,  and 
part  running  on  to  the  public  road,  there  is  no  proper 
drainage  or  gully-traps;  nothing  has  been  done  as  the 
owner  is  abroad,  and  the  agent  desires  him  to  see  it  before 
doing  anything.  At  Browndyke,  where  the  manure  heap 
lies  close  to  pump,  and  insufficient  drainage  in  the  yard; 
the  manure  has  been  removed,  and  sewer  drains  and  traps 
put  in  the  yard.  At  High  berries,  where  the  yard  was  in  a. 
very  insanitary  condition,  there  being  no  drainage;  the 
yard  has  been  properly  sewered  and  repaired.  In  Long- 
town,  where  there  was  a  large  quantity  of  manure  lying  in 
the  yard,  and  insufficient  drainage;  The  manure  has  been 
removed  and  gully-traps  fixed.  At  Warwicksland  School 
House,  where  there  had  been  a  case  of  diphtheria  ;  on 
inspection  we  found  in  the  small  yard  at  back  door  that 
the  drains  were  not  trapped,  and  the  drain  pipes  tile  ones; 
the  contents  of  these  traps  were  connected  outside  the 
house  with  the  sink  drain  from  the  back-kitchen,  and  the 
whole  carried  nearly  to  the  burn  by  sanitary  pipes;  the 
privies  had  wooden  pails;  new  drains  have  been  put  in  the 
back  yard,  and  properly  trapped  and  ventilated.  At 
TYTiingate,  there  was  no  drain  to  carry  off  waste  water  from 
the  pump;  a  drain  and  gully-trap  have  been  put  in.  At 
Wellknow  Idig-g,  there  was  no  trap  and  drain  to  carry  off 
liquid  from  piggery;  a  drain  has  been  put  in  and  a  gully- 
trap.  At  Breckonhill  Farm,  where  the  liquid  from 
stables,  &c.,  runs  over  the  yard;  drains  have  been  put  in, 
and  gully-traps  fixed.  At  Wellknow  Rigg,  where  the 
parlour  and  bedroom  walls  were  damp;  a  tile  drain  has 
been  put  in  round  the  house.  In  Lon gf own,  an  ash-pit 
in  a  filthy  condition,  and  insufficient  drainage  from  the 
piggery;  the  ash-pit  has  been  cleaned  out,  and  notice  has 
been  given  to  trustees  to  put  in  sufficient  drains  to  carry 
off  liquid  from  piggery.  At  Butterhill,  where  there  was 
no  proper  drainage  in  the  yard,  and  no  privies;  drains 
have  been  put  in,  and  a  privy  provided.  At  (filestown, 
where  there  was  a  case  of  diphtheria,  gully-traps  and 
drainage  required  from  manure  heap,  byres,  and  piggeries, 
and  to  be  connected  with  the  main  drain  down  the  centre 
of  the  yard;  the  yard  has  been  properly  drained  and 
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trapped.  At  Long-town  Moor,  where  there  was  a  want  of 
proper  drainage  in  the  yard;  and  manure  should 
not  he  kept  in  the  yard;  the  yard  lias  been  well 
sewered,  and  the  manure  removed.  At  Carwinlay  Farm 
a  new  dwelling-house  has  been  erected,  and  the  manure 
removed  out  of  the  yard;  this  is  a  very  great  improvement. 
At  Scotch  dyke,  where  a  house  was  damp,  it  has  been 
thoroughly  overhauled,  and  is  now  quite  dry.  At  Reck- 
side,  the  yard  has  been  drained  and  improved,  and  the 
manure  heap  removed.  At  Lawshall,  the  yard  has  been 
properly  drained.  At  Inch,  where  there  was  a  case  of 
Typhoid  Fever,  rain  water  and  liquid  from  outbuildings 
are  carried  in  open  channels  to  an  open  trap,  thence  by  tile 
drain  to  an  open  ditch  in  front  of  the  house  to  the  river: 
there  is  also  another  open  trap  near  the  back  door,  which 
carries  the  over-flow  of  rain  water,  &c.,  into  the  garden, 
along  the  side  of  the  house,  and  is  discharged  on  to  the 
road  in  front  of  the  garden.  It  was  recommended  that 
the  yard  be  drained  with  sanitary  pipes  and  gully-traps, 
and  the  whole  drainage  of  the  yard  carried  through  the 
garden  to  the  river;  this  work  is  beng  carried  out.  At 
Whiteclose  Rigg,  where  there  is  a  want  of  proper  drainage 
in  the  yard;  this  will  be  attended  to  after  the  occupancy 
of  the  new  tenant  in  February.  At  Moat  Cottage, 
Kirklinton,  where  the  house  was  reported  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation;  the  house  has  to  be  pulled  down  as 
soon  as  the  owner  can  get  the  tenant  out.  At  Woodend, 
where  there  was  a  want  of  drainage  and  paving  in  the 
yard ;  the  agents  promise  to  do  what  is  required  as  soon 
as  they  can  get  materials  carted  to  the  premises.  At  Rigg- 
moor,  where  there  was  insufficient  ventilation  in  one  of  the 
bedrooms,  and  no  privy;  a  privy  has  been  provided,  but 
the  bedroom  is  not  yet  ventilated.  At  Rosscastle,  the  roof 
has  been  repaired,  and  other  improvements  carried  out  to 
dwelling-house. 

Five  ventilators  have  been  put  into  the  Longtown 
public  sewers,  at  different  parts  of  the  village. 

Report  on  the  Administration  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  1901. 

During  the  year  1905  IAS  inspections  were  made,  of 
which  39  were  to  Factories,  77  to  Domestic  Workshops, 
and  12  to  bakeries.  Four  cases  of  want  of  cleanliness  were 
found,  all  of  which  were  remedied. 


Wa  i  i  k  Si  im’LY. 

Last  year  T  reported  that  thm'  was  no  water  supply 
at  Stapleton  School  and  School  House1.  A  supply  has  been 
laid  into  a  trough  opposite  the  School.  At  Shankhill 
School  there  was  no  trough  and  drain  to  carry  oh  the 
surplus  water.  These  have  been  now  provided.  At 
Wyngatehead,  where  the  water  was  impure,  and  not  lit 
tor  domestic  use,  the  owner  contemplates  bringing  a  supply 
from  a  spring  near  the  River  Lyne,  not  only  to  Wyn gate- 
head,  but  also  Breckonhill  Rigg  and  Shiel  Green.  At 
Brown  Rigg,  where  there  was  an  impure  water  supply; 
the  pump  well  has  been  cleaned  out  and  deepened,  and  a 
new  pump  fixed.  At  Park  Farm,  where  the  pump  required 
priming  when  used,  and  no  drainage  from  trough  to 
prevent  waste  water  from  running  back  into  the  well.  A 
new  pump  has  been  put  in.  At  Rising  Sun  Inn  I  reported 
in  l!)()d  and  1!)04  the  want  of  water,  which  had  to  be  carried 
more  than  BOO  yards;  a  new  well  has  been  sunk  at  the 
bottom  of  the  garden,  and  a  pump  fixed.  At  Rackgate 
Farm,  where  there  was  a  want  of  a  proper  supply  of  water, 
a  pump  has  been  put  in,  and  there  is  now  an  abundant 
supply.  At  Prior  Rigg  a  pump  has  been  put  in,  and  an 
abundant  supply  of  water  provided.  At  Lawshall,  a  supply 
of  water  has  been  provided  by  gravitation.  Your  In¬ 
spector  reports  that  a  great  many  water-service  pipes  have 
been  laid  in  Longtown  during  the  year,  and  almost  all  the 
houses  are  now  connected  with  the  public  supply. 

By  order  of  the  Council  eleven  samples  of  water  were 
taken  in  Longtown,  and  sent  to  Dr.  Hellon,  County 
Analyst,  for  analysis,  all,  with  one  exception,  were  con¬ 
demned  as  unfit  for  domestic  use.
